This demand of theirs is going to appear 
again - when Witnesses are quizzed about their "conscientious objector" efetus by draft 
officials. And the National Alliance of Gays (NAG, of course) has filed a complaint with 
Attorney General Kleindienst (I) urging prosecution of the Witnesses under a provision of 
the Civil Rights Act prohibiting the advocacy of genocide. (This one will freak out not 
only Kleindienst and the Witnesses, but also the Jews who got that clause written into the 
act out of fear of Negro anti-Semitism.) 

Finally, a group called Gay Jehovah's Witnesses have pulled out of the regular Wit- 
nesses' group because of "the sinful perpetuation of marriage, sexual exclusiveness, and 
the family in disobedience to God's Command that we 'leave thy wife, thy son, and thy 
daughter and follow me. r " 

Gay Lib is also having its troubles In England, according to "Crucifer" in the New 
Statesman of 23 June 1972. A Women's Lib magazine called Spare Rib was holding its own, 
birthday party, and among the other "underground" groups invited was a contingent from 
Gay Lib.

"* r Accoi-ding to Gulliver: "An American Acquaintance tells me that he is much alarmed by 
his Countryman's sentimental aversion to the Burning of a few Children last week, in the 
'Course 'of '-the Asian War. Surely, he -'declared, my People have lost all Sense of Proportion, 
wfc'flU they place a few foreign Children abova the Honour of their Country. Such, excesses j 
umst .ensue from the Decline of Christianity which in its heyday never shrank from- burning 
its enemies or, on occasion and ' accidentally, its Friends. 

- " Although he was unsure, of .his Country's Aims in. the War, he was sure that, should 
they be persuaded to Withdraw, the other side whoever they were, must win and that would 
lead to the destruction of all he considered decent and manly in his Nation." 

This is harsh, but not as harsh as anything we Americans have written about this dis- 
gusting war* and its disgusting supporters. The point of it arises from the fact that 
Spectator is not a Socialist or liberal publication. Spectator 's point of view is Tory, 
and particularly the Toryism! that looks to the racist Enoch Powell .as the Jiope of the par- 
ty's future.

For several years the shouts of the dissenters had become louder and louder, and the 
government was more and more worried.

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.'.'" : jtfuah bo their surprise, the instigators of this slaughter found themselves con- 
demned by world public opinion. They put forward the excuse that the dissenters were 
plotting to seize the government, but this proved to be a lie. England and Germany con- 
demned the massacre bitterly, and even the friendly government »f Spain was embarrassed. 
The ruler of Russia, himself no stranger tc large-scale murder, was horrified when the 
news reached him. 

■ This is not a fantasy growing out of J >the disturbances at the Republican National Con- 
vention. It describes the St. Bartholomew's Day Massacre of 1572, when King Charles IX, 
urged by the Queen Mother and the Duke of Guise, ordered the slaughter of the Protestants 
cf. France. The "love feast" referred to was the marriage, in Paris, of the Protestant 
T'eader Henri of Navarre, later -King Henri IV. The war veteran, later the first victim «f 
the massacre, was Admiral Coligriy. The above-mentioned Russian ruler was Ivan the Terrible.
